Page 1 1 , paragraph 42; Pursuant to 22 DCC § 4504(a)(2), the maximum term of 
imprisonment is 10 years for this felony. 

Page 1 1 paragraph 44: The Government submits that the third sentence should note thai 
Defendant's criminal history score, in addition to being based on his prior convictions, is 
also based on: (X) his commission of the instant offense while on supervised release, and 
(2) his commission of the instant offense less than two years after release from 
imprisonment.
